PLANTING DIRECTIONS 


Iris will grow well and bloom freely if planted in well drained 
scil, and have at least one-half day's sun. Dig the soil to a depth 
of about 10 inches. Bone meal may be worked in if desired. When 
planting a rhizome, spread the small roots out, firm the soil about 
them, and have the rhizome, or bulb-like portion of the plant, just 
below the soil level, about one-half inch. (If soil is sandy, 1 inch.) 
Plant from 12 to 24 inches apart. 


Water well after planting, keep moderately moist until well 
established and growing. Thereafter, every 10 days or two weeks 
is sufficient watering. Keep ground lightly mulched and_ plants 
clean, so that the sun may reach the ground around them at all times. 


If your ground is in need of fertilizing, be most careful not to 
allow any fertilizers to come in contact with plants, as this will 
cause rot. The proper time to fertilize is after the plants are well 
established (late in winter or early spring). 


CHAR MAIZE Divide and reset Iris every three or four years (June to October).

Bearded Iris 


ALI BABA (David W. Lyon 1952) $18.00 


(No. D204-47-8 Ranger x Cordovan) We are introducing this 
Iris by popular demand. A sister to The Mad Hatter, whose deep 
Maroon coloring contrasts with the bright red of Ali Baba. Its 
standards are spectrum taupe, flushed garnet-brown with broad 
flaring deep garnet brown falls that darken towards the edges, and 
are of the heaviest velvety texture that does not burn nor wilt in 
the sun. Best garden effect is obtained when planted where the 
afternoon sun filters through the blossoms. Its bright red rich- 
ness stole the show here at Irisland last season, so we named it 
Ali Baba. This red line has the most pleasing fragrance. It blooms 
from midseason to late, on well branched 44” stalks. 


EMPRESS EUGENIE (David W. Lyon 1952) $15.00 


(No. D321-48-1 Char-Maize x Cordovan) There are many new 
shades to be explored in the very deep yellows to fascinate us and 
command our admiration. This deepest of deep Empire yellow 
self (by R, H. C. chart) with an intense buttercup yellow beard, 
is one of them. Its pure clean coloring has no haft markings. 
There is a very small amount of spraying of Garnet-brown at the 
very base of the petals, giving depth to the flower. In form, the 
standards arch gracefully and the falls are saucer flaring. Mid- 
season bloom on 36’ stalks. Awarded C. C. under No. 01009 
at the Hollywood Iris Show 1951. 


Louisiana Iris 


MICCO (Caroline Dormon 1952) $5.00 


A brilliant crimson brighter than its parent, Bayou Vermilion, 
of the same form and somewhat larger in size. The broad flaring 
sepals, with a narrow gold line through the center, are of firm 
heavy substance and have a velvety texture. The graceful 614” 
flowers are borne on 30” to 32” stems. Micco means “Chief” in 
the Creek Indian language. A one year plant of this in our gar- 
den created many favorable comments last year. 


OPAL DUSK (Debaillon-Dormon 1952) $5.00 


One of the finest members of the Debaillon collection, originally 
found near Lutcher, Louisiana. Aptly named, this little wonder 
combines the opalescent pink afterglow of the setting sun with 
the delicate pale blues and lavenders of the twilight skies resulting 
in a smoothly glowing flower in a delicate tone of roseate lilac. 
A minute glint of gold comprises the signal patch, surrounded by 
an area the color of crushed grapes. The form is excellent, with 
sepals and petals almost overlapping. The 5” flowers are borne 
on 28” stems. Unexcelled for unusual flower arrangements. 


WOOD VIOLET (Ruth Dormon 1952) $5.00 


A clean dark blue self of a clarity and intensity not often seen. 
Its name describes it best, Wood Violet, with just a touch of 
orange-gold for a signal patch. 5” flowers of excellent substance, 
graceful flaring form, on 30” stems are set off by the dainty 
slender foliage of the plant, An outstanding favorite at the 51 
convention. Caroline Dormon says this is one of her “Special 
loves,’ and it is an unforgetable vision. Honorable Mention

Douglasiana Iris 


AMIGUITA (Eric E. Nies 1951) $5.00 


Here is a break in colors for our native California Irises. It has the 
coloring of the Bearded Iris Amigo, therefore the name Amiguita, 
which means “Little Friend’. Its rich purple and white combina- 
tion of coloring is most intriguing. Flowers are of good size, 
pleasing form, and bloom on stalks of 12” height. Highly 
Commended A.I.S. 1949. Honorable Mention 1951. Stock limited. 


GRAY DAWN (Mrs. Julian Curtis 1951) 


(Orchid Sprite x Yellow Opal) Sold out for 1952 
One of the smoothest satin finished and most beautifully formed 
Douglasianas we have seen. Its large flowers with broad falls make 
an enticing network for the blending of colors which truly remind 
one of early dawn. In color, it is a warm soft gray with touches 
of maroon-red and Turquoise in the center of the fall petals. The 
standards are opalescent. Height 12”.

THE MAD HATTER (David W. Lyon 1951) $17.50 


(Ranger x Cordovan No. D204-47-7) 

Several good reds bloomed from this cross, and we had a hard 
time to decide which was the best. We finally settled on this one, 
because its bloom stalks were the tallest, with good branching, 
deepest in color and it has a long blooming time. By Royal Horti- 
cultural Colour Chart, it is of deepest maroon, with heavy velvety 
falls, which seem to be overlaid with blackish-maroon. Semi-flaring 
form, and nicely arched standards. This cross gave the sweetest 
and most pleasing fragrance to all its progeny. 42”-44”. Midseason 
and late. Honorable Mention 1951.

CANDLES (Caroline Dormon 1951) $4.00 


Floriferous and showy flat flowers with very broad segments, 
amaranth-red in color, with picric-yellow style arms, and bright 
yellow signal. A clump of Candles suggests candelabrum with 
lighted candles. Twenty-four inch stalks, carry five and one-half 
inch flowers. 


GREEN LUSTRE (Eric E. Nies 1951) $5.00 


Lovely and lustrous light Uranium green (by Royal Horticultural 
Colour Chart). Flowers are of medium size and height, with flar- 
ing form. The falls are light Uranium green with perhaps a little 
soft dresden yellow mixed into its tones to soften and enhance 
the delicate richness of this flower. Style arms and standards are 
light Uranium green. The signal stripe on the falls are of deep 
buttercup yellow, When this flower first opens there is a medium 
blue around the signal which fades into just enough of a flush 
of blue to intensify the soft green tones. Unique and attractive. 


SAUCY MINX (Caroline Dormon 1951) $4.00 


(Cajan x New Orleans ) 

Impudent upstanding ruffled flowers measuring 514”. In color, 
a bright rose-red at edge of segments, shading inward to amber 
and soft yellow. 24” to 30” stems bear several flowers at the 
same time with occasional side branching, producing a clump 
that is an unforgetable sight. In fact, Eric Nies, of Hollywood, said 
that Saucy Minx is the finest Louisiana Iris he had ever seen.

ALADDIN’S WISH (Murawska 1945) $1.50 


One of the most novel plicata patterns in the bearded Iris. An 
appealing shade of medium blue, with brushed markings of 
cream throughout the large flowers. Mid-season. 36”. 


ALDURA (Larsen 1943) $1.00 


Delicately lovely in its soft clear blue etchings on huge flowers 
of clear blue-white. This is one of the most distinctive plicatas 
in this color. Exceptionally fine substance and graceful flaring 
form. Mid-season. 36

ALICIA (Rowlins 1949) $7.50 


A large clear cool silvery blue of smooth iridescent quality. This 
lovely blue comes from a Great Lakes and Gloriole cross and 
inherits their good quality points.

AMANDINE (G. Douglas 1946) $3.50 


This cool lemon cream self is a great favorite among the new 
cream Iris. Etched with the delicacy and clearness of Haviland 
china, yet of that wonderful substance which withstands adverse 
weather conditions so well. Blossoms are beautifully ruffled with 
broad, rounded full petals of perfect form on well branched 
stalks. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1948. Late mid-season to late. 36” 


AMBER GEM (Salbach 1946) $2.50 


An appealing arrangement of shades of soft rose, blended with 
chestnut gold. Pronounced deeper brown veining on the falls. 
Garden effect is rose-amber. Flowers are large, beautifully formed 
and nicely placed on well branched stalks. Blooms need pro- 
tection from extremely hot sun. Mid-season. 36”. 


AMIGO (Williamson 1934) 50c 


This near amoena has light lavender standards and pansy purple 
falls of rich heavy texture, coming into bloom about the middle 
of the season. An always popular variety that won an Award of 
Merit A.I.S. 1938.

AMITY (Corey 1945) $1.50 


A daintily stitched plicata of soft white background, delicately 
etched in soft tints of light blue. A picture worthwhile. 36”. 


APRICOT GLORY (T. Muhlestein 1951) $15.00 
(Parentage No. 46-113 x Gay Orchid) The color is the sheerest 
imaginable. A smooth clear, rich apricot deepening at the heart 
of the flower. The beard is the same. It has broad flaring falls, 
of heavy substance, and there are no haft markings.

ARAB CHIEF (Whiting 1944) $1.00 


A rich and glowing self of brilliant burnt orange coloring. Flowers 
are of good size. It comes into bloom late. 32”. 


ARCADIA BUTTERCUP (Milliken 1947) $3.00 


A clean and clear yellow of very deep tones. Its smooth heavy 
texture, semi-flaring falls and good substance, make it an excellent 
plant for the front of your flower bed. 34”. 


ARGUS PHEASANT (De Forest 1948) $10.00 


There are a few Iris of a solid self color with a beard that 
matches, but here is a new gorgeous golden Argus-brown with the 
same colored beard. Large flowers of smooth texture, pleasing 
form, and good branching. 38”. Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1948.

AUBURN (Kleinsorge 1945) $4.00 
This Iris was well named, a new color which is proving most 
popular as a garden subject. Its rich, deep coppery henna-brown, 
with an intriguing brilliant blue patch at the tip of the beard 
on the falls, has a metallic gold undertone and lovely fragrance. 
Does not fade in the sun. An early bloomer. 36”. Honorable 
Mention A.I.S. 1946. 


AZALEA (Nesmith 1946) $2.50 


Both attractive and charming is this lovely new color of Azalea 
pink with a flush of ivory over the entire flower, and coral pink 
beard. Flowers are medium size. It is a generous bloomer and 
increases rapidly. Mid-season. 36”. 


AZURE SKIES (Pattison 1943) 75c 
Beautifully ruffled, crisp self of light lavender blue. A late bloom- 
er. Winter hardy. 34”. 


BALLET DANCER (Kleinsorge 1949) $5.00 


(Parentage Chamois x Cascade Splendor) Ballet Dancer has been 
given high praise. The flowers are a delightful and distinctive 
apricot-tan self. Large full closed standards and broad nearly 
horizontal falls give emphasis to this beautifully branched tall 
flower which comes into bloom early mid-season. 36”. Honorable 
Mention A.I.S. 1949. 


BALTIS (C. G. White 1948) $3.00 


An onco-bred of deep napthalene violet shades, which carries 
the oncocyclus characteristics. Three-way branching on stalks.

BANDMASTER (Hall 1944) $1.00 


Vigorous in growing habits, and a free bloomer. The color is a 
clear medium blue, which does not fade. It has large blooms of 
fine form, substance, and well branched. It is deserving of its 
popularity.

BATAAN (Kleinsorge 1942) $1.50 


This is a lovely blend. Its dark blendings of copper, with plum, 
henna and rich brown make a most desirable color picture. 34”. 


BAY STATE (Corey 1949) $7.50 


(Parentage Pale Moonlight x Great Lakes) From the east we find 
this light blue of note, with a delightful fragrance that glistens 
and sparkles in the sunlight. The flowers are large and of good 
firm substance, stalks tall with five way branching. Honorable 
Mention A.I.S. 1949. 38”. Mid-late season. 


BLACK & GOLD (Kleinsorge-Salbach 1943) $1.00 
A striking variegata, with standards of deep rich chrome yellow, 
and black maroon falls. Flowers are of medium size. Tall. Mid- 
season. 


BLACK BANNER (Nicholls 1947) $1.00 


A grand near black of intense coloring. Velvety and rich with the 
hafts of the fall petals almost solid in the same midnight hue of 
the flower. Late. 36”. Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1947. 


BLACK FOREST (Schreiner 1945) $1.50 
Said to be the nearest to black of any Iris. Rich Silky ebony- 
blue-black with a deep blue beard the same as the flower. Even 
the heart of the flower is dark as deep night. The nicely formed 
fragrant blooms are of medium size on medium height stalks. 
Award of Merit A.I.S. 1948. 33”,

BLUE GLOW (Nicholls 1945) $1.50 


An impressive flower of deep rich blue with a brown flush on the 
haft of the fall petals. The beard is of near white. The standards 
carry a lighter tone of violet. A decided sheen makes this one of 
the loveliest late bloomers. Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1948. 36”. 


BLUE RHYTHM (Whiting 1945) $1.75 
_Awarded the Dykes Medal 1950. The color is a near cornflower 
blue with a silvery sheen. Good size blooms with full broad petals. 
There are no haft markings to detract from its smoothness of 
beauty. A good grower with fine branching. Mid-late. 38”. 


BLUE SHIMMER (J. Sass 1941) $1.00 


A sparkling and distinctive pure white, plicated with the clearest 
medium blue stipplings which appear to have been sprayed on. 
Mid-season. 38”. 


BLUE VALLEY (K. Smith 1947) $5.00 


This is one of the truest blues. It is a seedling from a Lake 
George x Great Lakes cross. The large ruffled blooms with flaring 
falls are medium blue which continues well into the heart of the 
flower, with a smooth’ texture, and metallic sheen which sparkles 
throughout the entire flower. Midseason. 36”. Award of Merit

BLUMOHR (Marx 1949) $10.00 


(Parentage William Mohr x Orloff) Pure lavender blue, near 
plumbago blue, with no veining whatever to be seen on the 
flowers. A blue “William Mohr” in form, with exceptional tex- 
ture and substance. Even a single bloom lasts in the garden for 
three or four days. The branching is fair, height 36”. Mid-season. 
Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1949. 


BRILLIANT AMBER (Salbacn 1947) $2.50 


A large bloom in brilliant shades of golden brown and amber, 
with just a suggestion of pink in its makeup. Well closed stand- 
ards of deep amber with slight pink cast. Falls are semi-flaring, 
of bright golden brown with deeper gold veining. A deep yellow 
beard enhances the tone. Mid-season. 40’. 


BRYCE CANYON (Kleinsorge 1944) $1.50 


Definitely a color break which has rightfully become a must to 
all Iris enthusiasts. Its new shade of warm henna-copper on a 
large flower with domed standards and broad, well rounded falls 
of fine substance and branching is breath-taking. Runner-up for 
Dykes Medal 1948. Mid-season. 36” 


BURGUNDY SPLASH (T. Craig 1949) $10.00 


This Iris is unusual. Large well formed broad petaled flowers of 
exceptionally heavy substance. Standards are a subdued burgundy, 
the falls a creamy yellow, heavily stippled a richer and more in- 
tense burgundy around the outer edges, 1” wide. This is one of 
Tom’s finest new plicatas. 36”. 


CAHOKIA (Faught 1948) $10.00 


Certainly a fine addition to the light blue class. There is that 
tantalizing tint of turquoise in Cahokia that intrigues a lover of 
blue Iris. A true gem for flower lovers. Honorable Mention A.LS. 
1949. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1951. Mid-late. 40”. 


CALIFORNIA ROSE (Salbach 1947) $3.00 


(Parentage Marquita seedling x Prairie Sunset) An Iris beauti- 
fully formed of enticing pure pinkish old rose. Said to be one of 
Mr. Salbach’s best introductions. Large blooms and of good sub- 
stance. Mid-season. 35”. Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1937. 


CAMPFIRE GLOW (Whiting 1947) $7.50 
A pure self of glowing ruby red, heavily overlaid with bright 
copper, giving it a metallic finish. There are no haft markings and 
even the beard is red, glinted with copper. Said to have as long 
as four week blooming period. This Iris does not make large 
oy Naa hardy. Honorable Mention 1947. Mid-season to 
late. 36”. 


CAPE BON (Tompkins 1945) $3.50 


A highly finished blend of Arabian red and copper brown. Large 
flowers, with heavy substance. Honorable Mention 1945. 38”. 


CAPTAIN WELLS (Cook 1941) 50c 


Deep glossy maroon purple of uniform coloring with no haft 
markings. The beard is bronze-yellow. Its richness shines luxur- 
iantly. A late bloomer. 36”. 
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CARABELLA (DeForest 1949) $5.00 


This lovely tall clear self of medium toned salmon-pink, with a 
self colored beard, has beautiful branching and produces lots of 
gorgeous blooms. Its bright dazzling color won much praise at 
Irisland last season. It does not fade. Blooms mid-season on tall 
40”, stalks. Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1949. 


CASA MORENA (DeForest 1943) $1.50 


An entirely new shade of burnt sienna and chestnut that glistens 
in the sunlight as though it were frosted. A self color with golden 
style arms and beard of brownish orange. Flowers are large, 
stalks tall and nicely branched. Mid-season. 38”. 


CASCADE SPLENDOR (Kleinsorge 1945) $2.00 
Heralded by A.I.S. judges as a most outstanding blend of pink, 
tan and apricot. Large blooms, ruffled in both standards and falls, 
of good substance. This Iris has a very long blooming season and 
it is one of the last flowers to bloom in the garden. 36”. 


CERULEAN (T. Craig 1950) $12.50 
(Parentage Purissima x Capitola) This Iris is a pogo-cyclus hy- 
brid. Large broad rounded Mohr type flowers. In color it is a 
light greyed cerulean blue. A handsome Iris. 40”. 


CHANTILLY (Hall 1945) $2.00 
Ruffled orchid pink flowers with a flush of gold at the haft. The 
edges of both standards and falls are so very heavily frilled, giv- 
ing the appearance of being edged with lace. It has good substance 
and is winter hardy. 36”. 


TOURNAMENT 


CHAR-MAIZE (D. Lyon 1949) $10.00 


(Snow Flurry x Aztec Copper) A large flowered Iris of exception- 
al merit. Extra fine in proportion and heavy of substance with 
falls and standards delicately ruffled. For richness of color this 
flower is hard to surpass, for the deep yellow shows rich tones 
of chartreuse which blend and deepen in the ruffling to present 
a flower of definite quality. The heavy substance withstands de- 
grees of heat and wind such as to wilt the average Iris. Char-maize 
is vigorous, presenting well spaced flowers on tall branching stems. 
44”. Mid-season. Highly commended A.I.S. 1948. Honorable 
Mention A.J.S. 1949. See illustration on Page No. 2. 


CHEEKS OF TAN (T. Craig 1950 $6.00 


(Parentage China Maid x Copper River) A large mellow pink 
blend with a lavender blaze. The haft of the fall petals and the 
beard is burnt amber and golden brown. Height 40”. 


CHERIE (D. Hall 1947) $12.00 


One of the new “flamingo” pinks. Its delicate shade of real pink 
contrasted with a deep tangerine beard is most entrancing. In fact, 
it is a “must have.” The ruffled blooms are of good size, form and 
substance and all in proportion. A vigorous grower. Mid-season. 
34”. Award of Merit A.J.S. 1949. Awarded the Dykes Medal 
JexlhSe. TES sy 


CHIEF POKING FIRE (DeForest 1942) $1.00 


A bright and distinctive oxblood-red and Victoria lake, with an 
infusion of copper over the entire flower. Firm texture and good 
sized blooms with domed standards and broad flaring falls. 32”. 


CHINA MAID (Milliken 1936) 75¢ 


One of the fine pinks. Soft lilac-pink blended golden bronze with 
gold etched edges. The large flowers are well spaced on tall stalks 
38”. Mid-season. 


CHIVALRY (J. Wills 1944) $3.00 


This exquisite Iris, a Dykes Medal winner for 1947, is most de- 
sirable. Its blooms are medium blue with ruffled edges, having 
domed standards that are large and full. The gracefully flaring 
falls are broad at the haft, and are of excellent texture. A blue 
tipped orange beard gives a finish. Mid-season. 36”. 


CHIVALRY—A DYKES MEDAL WINNER 


CITY OF LINCOLN (H. Sass 1937) 50c 


This variegata is an old favorite which gained its popularity — 
through its dependability and rich color combination of golden 
yellow standards and velvety fiery red falls. Blooms mid-late sea- 
son. 36”. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1939. 


CLEAR SAILING (DeForest 1950) $12.00 


(Parentage Tiffanja x Coritica) This Iris is so soft and refined. 
Its lemon-ice and deeper yellow of exceptional clearness are 
combined in such a lovely manner that it should become very 
popular. Honorable Mention 1950. 


CLOTH OF GOLD (Whiting 1945) $1.00 


A vivid clear deep golden yellow with a sparkle. Everybody's 
favorite because of its many fine qualities and refinement of 
finish, flaring form, firm substance, and fine branching stalks. 
Mid-season. 38”. Award of Merit 1950. 


CLOUDCAP (DeForest 1950) $20.00 


We saw this Iris blooming in the DeForest garden aiter the 
‘49 AJ.S. Convention closed. It is the tallest and largest pink 
we have seen to date. Both the standards and falls measured 
over 3” in width. The beautifully rounded petals were in perfect 
proportion and of fine smooth substance and texture. In color, 
“Blossom pink” describes it beautifully. For contrast there is a 
bright tangerine-red beard. Mid-season. 40”. Honorable Mention 
MGS. OSs. 


CLOUD CASTLE (Graves 1944) $2.00 


Charming pale wisteria blue self of good size and form with 
fluting at the edges of the standards. The wide flaring ruffled 
falls are of smooth texture. It possesses an unusual sparkling 
sheen. 37”. Mid-season. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1949. 


COCK ROBIN (Hall 1947) $1.50 


Here is an enchanting variegata with tan-gold standards and 
brown-red falls.

A self colored true pink with no vena- 
tions on the haft, and holds its color well. A free bloomer and 
good increaser, rhizomes are not large.

Med- 
jum sized flowers and only fair branching on 34” stalks, coming 
into bloom mid-season. Winter hardy. Honorable Mention A.L.S. 
1950. 


GREAT LAKES (Cousins 1938) OG 
1942 Dykes Medal. A striking pure, clear medium light blue. One 
of the bluest and best. Its stately flaring form and crisp heavy 
texture give this Iris an above average keeping quality. Excellent 
in every way. Mid-season. 38”. 


GREEN GLOW (Muhlestein 1949) $5.00 


Here is an ovation in whites, a white with a strong greenish char- 
treuse cast. Flowers are good size and slightly ruffled. Highly 
Commended A.I.S. 1948.

GREEN MOHR (T. Muhlestein 1951) $7.50 
(Parentage William Mohr x Chosen) Those who like Lady Mohr 
should like this very odd creation coming from the pogocyclus line.

Without ques- 
tion this is the best deep rich rose color. Its huge, beautifully 
formed, smoothly finished, clear, even toned, lustrous rose-carmine 
coloring is unmarred by markings of any kind other than a slight 
brownish flush on the haft of the fall petals.

IVORY TOWER (M. R. Walker 1948) $1.00

Exquisitely ruffled pure, cool white, large, broad petaled flowers 
with a decided sheen that makes this one of the loveliest of the 
white Iris. The flowers are smooth in texture and have fine sub- 
stance. They are well spaced on beautifully branched stalks. Award 
of merit A.I.S. 1948. Midseason. 42”. 


LADY DOZIER (Dr. H. L. Dozier 1951) $20.00 
(Parentage Ormohr x Brunhilde) Already this Iris has gained 
widespread popularity. Lady Dozeir has inherited its beautiful form 
from the Oncocyclus species and at the same time taking much 
charm and good quality from Brunhilde. The flowers are wide, 
full heavy substanced and a rich cobalt or violet blue self. Mid- 
season.

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LADY MOHR (Salbach 1944) $1.00 


This “Lady” has created much enthusiasm and comments. Bred 
from a bearded Iris to an oncocylus hybrid. Inherits the best 
characteristics of both parents. Its coloring in the standards are 
clear oyster shell white and falls a frosted chartreuse yellow with 
prominent veining of olive green. An unusual color in flowers.

Eric E. Nies, beloved Irisarian, passed away January 29, 1952, fol- 
lowing an operation. He was a retired teacher of botany in San Fer- 
nando High School and famed for his great work in Iris hybridizing, 


especially in the Spuria and Douglasiana species. In the Iris organiza- 
tions he was an untiring worker. We, here at Irisland, shall miss his 
frequent visits and his presence at Irisblooming time. 
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Spuria Iris 


The Spurias, often called the “butterfly Iris”, are another beardless 
variety of the Iris family which are hardy and easy to grow. They 
range from three to five feet in height and will grow in almost any 
location of the garden. 


Their blooming season starts near the last of the Bearded Iris 
season, thus prolonging Iris display in the garden. Too, they are one 
of the finest for flower arrangements and especially fine for corsages, 
resembling orchids. 


Once planted, they establish themselves and do not need to be 
transplanted for several years. Like the other rhizomous Iris, they 
should be given shallow plantings, that is, just cover the rhizomes. 
Plant from 114 to 2 feet apart. 


For specimen blooms we suggest an application of steer fertilizer 
around your plants, in early spring, when new growth is starting up. 
A compost mulch is very fine too, Keep them well watered during 
their growing season, especially the pre-blooming growth. 


SHIPMENTS will be made from September Ist, to late December. 
For those living in the colder regions we will ship in late February, 
or after your hard, cold winter is over, until March 10th.

SPURIA IRIS-SAUGATUCK 
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Louisiana Iris 


This beardless variety which is proving to be very much in de- 
mand, has a most graceful, carefree air, challenging us to give it a 
try. Originating from down in the Louisiana swamps, they fill an- 
other much needed type for our gardens. Where it might be too 
shady for the other Iris species, plant Louisianas. 

Out here in Southern California we treat them just as any other 
Iris, taking care to use the following cultural needs. Louisianas don’t 
seem too particular about when they are planted, but for best blooms 
the coming season, we suggest starting your plants late in summer, 
or early fall. Early spring planting (February), in the colder regions 
of the eastern states, might prove quite beneficial, inasmuch as they 
would be well established before the next winter. However, not too 
much should be expected the first season of blooming where late 
planting is practiced. 

Select a spot in your garden that gets filtered shade from the 
hottest part of the day’s sun. In preparing your Iris beds, incorporate 
a generous amount of compost and well rotted steer, or other organic 
fertilizer before planting. Louisianas give best performance in enriched 
soil, Set your plants about two feet apart, where different varieties are 
used. Shallow planting is best. Just cover the tops of the rhizomes. 
Keep the ground mulched with leaf mold, compost, or steer fertilizer. 
It is important that Louisiana Iris are kept well watered while in the 
growing state. especially until they have established themselves. Then 
again in the early spring, as plants begin their pre-blooming seasonal 
growth, give them lots of water. They will reward you with more 
abundance of blooms, larger in size, and taller in stalks. 

You will find herein a partial listing of our collection which 
is being especially selected for us by the best authorities on Lousiana 
Iris. 


BAYOU SUNSET (MacMillan 1945) $5.00 
One of the most unusual of the more recent introductions, this 
striking Iris is sure to elicit attention in any garden. The large 
(8”) flowers are of a deep rose containing just a suggestion 
of lavender. The spectacular signal patch radiating out almost to 
the edge of the broad orbicular petals is of white, cream and gold 
creating a veritable sunburst of color. The well-placed flowers 
are excellent in texture. 40”. Honorable Mention 1950. 


BAYOU VERMILION (Mac Millan 1943) $2.50 
(Collected wild in 1937.) An extremely dark crimson Abbeville 
type with the characteristic heavy texture of this group and one of 
the best collected in that region. Its rich color is emphasized by a 
golden linear signal patch. The 614” flowers are borne on 26’ 
to 28” stems. 


BON ROUGE (DeBaillon-Dormon 1942) $2.50 
(Collected wild by Debaillon in 1932) Found near Paradi. This 
“good red” has flat, wide-spreading, 6” flowers borne on 30” 
stems. Tends to form a more compact clump than some of the 
Louisiana group, making it an excellent garden subject. 


CACIQUE (Berry 1925) ESE 
One of the darkest blackish-purple Louisianas with a gold strip 
on the fall petals. A dependable early bloomer. 36”. 


CAJAN JOYEUSE (Thomas 1942) $1.00 


A bright rose pink with touches of gold at the throat. Lighter 
petals contribute to a pleasing bitone effect. Floriferous and 
a dependable bloomer with 514” blossoms. 30”.

CONTRAST (Bruce-Dormon 1943) $3.00

EDITH DUPRE (Arceneaux 1945) $2.00 


(Parentage Bazeti x Martingouin Yellow) Dainty 314” flowers of 
golden yellow heavily flushed dark salmon over the outer portions 
of the sepals. Execellent for small arrangements and corsages. 
Graceful 28” stems. 


ELEPHANTINA (Small 1931) $1.00 
Large flaring ivory-white, with a yellow signal patch, of good 
heavy substance and pleasing flat-flare form. 36”. 


FORSYTHIA (C. Dormon 1946) $3.00 


The truest yellow of Abbeville type. Exceptionally large flowers 
with broad graceful sepals. Petals of heavy substance. 36”.

NATIVE CALIFORNIA SPECIES 


These are California natives and thrive in almost any location 
in the garden with the average amount: of care and watering. How- 
ever, we advise some sun. Greatly admired in a garden cluster. 
They are grand plants for the perennial border, and do not require 
resetting for several years. Ideal as cut flowers for flower arrange- 
ments. 


These little beauties start blooming out here in California about 
mid-April and bloom intermittently well into June. Plants are ever- 
green, This species is found in its native location up in the northern 
part of California, among the Redwoods. They grow and increase 
beautifully down here in Southern California where our climatic con- 
ditions are more moderate. A plant of Orchid Sprite has weathered 
Tennessee winter conditions for the past four years. 


The only time the Douglasianas can be divided is in the middle 
of the winter, while dormant. We will ship established divisions from 
November lst to late February (damp packed). We prefer to ship 
in November where winters are mild enough to allow plants to 
establish themselves and start growth. February (or just after hard 
winter is over) is good for sections where extremely cold winters 
prevail, as in New York and Canada, unless protection can be given 
plants until well established and growing. 


Immediate planting is necessary, as they do not like to have their 
roots exposed to the air. Keep them well watered until established. 
Remember, too, that all Iris require good drainage. 


Douglasianas will be available at the garden in gallon cans.
